Boston, Feb. 27.— Colonel Roosevelt 
plunged Into the thick of the fight for 
the presidential nomination. 
He said 
unequivocally that he was in the fight 
to the end and was glad of it. 
He re­ 
plied to the charge that he would he 
breaking his third term pledge if he 
accepted another nomination and as­ 
serted that whether or not he should 
be the choice of his party at the Chi­ 
cago convention he would abide by 
Its decision. 
" I am perfectly happy now,” said 
he. “ because I am making a straight- 
out fight for a principle. 
The issue is 
in no way a personal one.” 
"Do you intend to support the Re­ 
publican 
nominee, 
whoever he may 
be?” was asked. 
"Of course I w ill," he replied, with j by 
local 
emphasis. 
In response to inquiries as to the 
principle for which he is fighting Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt referred questioners to 
his speeches in Columbus, O., last 
week and before the Massachusetts 
house Monday. 
In his address lie de­ 
fended his proposal for limited recall 
of judicial decisions and championed 
jthe right of popular opinion to control 
the machinery of government. 
Colonel Roosevelt’s position in re­

“ My position Is perfectly simple," he

"I stated it as clearly as I could 
in 1904 and reiterated it in 1907.

Governor Foss Directs Investigation 
of Seizure of Children.

United States Consul Edwards noti­ 
fied all Americans to leave Juarez and 
it ie believed all have crossed the Rio 
Grande into El Paso. 
Hundreds of 
Mexicans also crossed the border for 
safety. 
Six hundred United States troops of 
the Fourth cavalry and of the Eigh t­ 
eenth infantry, with machine guns, 
were stationed at strategic points, al­ 
though Colonel Steever stated that he 
had no instructions to do other than 
protest should Mexican bullets be fired 
into Am erican territory. 
These preparations were hastened 
by the report that Campa troops al­ 
ready had begun their advance from 
Bauche. 
Mexican authorities were silent as 
to their purpose, but were engaged in 
active preparations for a defense of 
Juarez. 
The defense consists of about 
IOO police reinforced by 400 volunteers, 
who declare they w ill not surrender 
without a fight.

Juarez and soldiers stationed at im­ 
portant points in the city.

ISCO NTENT with the Sherm an 
I a n ti tr u s t law and Its enforce 
ment by this adm inistration is 
not neatly so w idespread tis is 
popularly supposed. 
It is a reasonable 
assum ption that the majority of the 
people who are discontented w ith the 
Sherm an law and with its enforcem ent 
are tile stockholders and others Inter­ 
ested in those corporations and com 
blunt ions charged with it> violation 
T he p e o p l e whit will most l*enefit from 
the enforcem ent of the law are the 
groat arm y of consum ers who have 
been purchasing tile products of these 
coroll at ions 
The purpose of the law is not to de 
st Toy industries 
The real purpose of 
the S herm an taw is to compel fair 
trade, to protect the average business 
m an from Injury due to u nfair m eth­ 
ods of competition. 
It is m eant to 
keep the highw ays of comm erce oj*en 
to all, big and little, rich and poor, on 
the sam e term*.. 
Therein lies its g reat­ 
est et ideal value. 
Tlx* purpose of the S herm an aet Is 
to prevent undue combination and cen­ 
tralization of power, and therefore in 
issuing their decrees the courts have 
merely 
compelled 
the 
combinations 
against which they have been directed 
to resolve them selves Into their in­ 
tegral 
parts. 
The property 
of the 
stockholders remains. 
If is as capable 
of production and of earning dividends 


b s ever. 
There Is, of course, some genuine dis­ 
content with the Sherm an law, but I 


s u s p e c t most of ii arises not so much 
from any real uncertainty as to its 
meaning as from a realization o f th a t 
meaning. 


Need of a Check to Monopoly. 


I think every thoughtful person will 


a g r e e th a t the Sherm an a c t or some 
equally effective statute w as absolute­ 
ly necessary to cheek the grow ing cen­ 
tralization In a very few hands of the 
vast industries of the U nited States. 
It was the danger of th a t centraliza­ 
tion which the leaders saw In IWO, 
when they fram ed and enacted tile 
S herm an law. 
Slowly, but Irresistibly, 
the construction of the sta tu te has 
been widened, until now It is dem on­ 
strated to be adequate to effect th at 
great result. 
One of the results which the Sher­ 
man law will accomplish, which m ust 
In* Iwmeflcial to a large class, is to drive 
out tin* m iddlem an w here the condi­ 
tions are such th at tile m iddlem an is 
uot the natural economic result of the 
operation of tile laws of trade. 
It m ust be rem embered th at In all 
this discussion nothing will really suit 
the men who have built u p the great 
trusts and whose interests have been 


I ii the monopolization of great lines of 
industry b ut some method of contin­ 
uing in tile future, with greater or less 
Immunity from interference, the same 
pow er and control which they have 
enjoyed in the past. 
How to Eliminate Uncertainty. 
In my opinion, the only effective way 
to elim inate all genuine u ncertainty is 
through 
a 
federal incorporation 
act 
containing provisions adequate to meet 
the situation. 
Congress has recognlz- 
< I its pow er by asserting the right to 
Interfere and control and to tlint ex- 
ti ct to regulate the conduct of inter- 
► ti l e com m erce by declaring w hat con­ 
tracts, com binations, monopolies, etc., 
t:ia ll not be entered into. 
I believe It 
Is time for it to recognize Its duty to 
I r ivide proper vehicles for tile con­ 
duct of th at commerce, so as to mako 
unnecessary th e com binations It has 
prohibited. 
In the p ast congress has left the 
whole jaw of association—the law of 
co operation under corporate form 
to 
the states. 
This lins necessarily led 
to the holding corporation w hereby the 
control over an industry, th rough com­ 
paratively sm all capital, can be excr­ 
e t e d w ith ever widening sw eep nml 
virtually 
w itho ut 
bounds. 
Congress 
should provide for the fo rm ation of i 
corporations, which, after nil, Is n o th ­ 
ing more th an to regulate the rules j 
w hereby men m ay associate them selves 
In the conduct of in terestate com m erce 
—w ith limited liability and with pro­ 
vision for th e tra n sfe r of th eir Inter­ 
ests in whole or In p art w ithout af­ 
fecting th e continued existence of the 
association. 
Congress should provide fo r the c re a ­ 
tion of such bodies, should prescribe 
th e rules under which they m ay tr a n s ­ 
act their business and should protect 
them in the transaction of th at bu si­ 
n e s s in accordance with those rules. 
T hen and not until then will the prob­ 
lem be effectively solved.

“tru s t” to mean a com bination so great 
as to am ount to a potential monojKily.

ness which w as not acquired by ii giv­ 
en com bination, but a trust has w ith 
in Itself that power which will enable 
It either to become a monopoly or vlr 
tunlly to exercise all tile control which 
would be Inherent in n monopoly. 
Optional Federal Incorporation. 


T h e r e a r e those w ho believe federal 
Incorporation should be m ade compul 
aory, a prerequisite to the transaction 
of Interstate commerce. 
I do not be 
I levo th at, because I think that the 


d e s i r e d end con l*o achieved by malt 
lug It optional. 
It Is not easy to w ork 
a 
radical change In existing cond I 
tlons 
But the federal Incorporation 
act should be made so attractive to 
legitim ate Industry as gradually and 
perhaps rapidly to a ttra c t those en 


law i s enactive as It stands. To am end 
It would merely necessitate fu rth e r ju 
d id o I interpretation before it would 
Im* a s clear and as enforceable a s it Is 
today and would go fa r to destroy th e 
good results of tw e n ty years of judicial 
interpretation. 
But there Is a possible 
method of am plifying th a t law byr a d ­ 
dition or supplem ent, not by am an d ­ 
ine:::. 
For exam ple, it has been p ro ­ 
posed 
and Hie president 
has stated 


th a t he sees no objection to it—th a t the 
law m ight be supplem ented by s p e d 
fylng som e of th e specific acts which
